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DISSATISFIED BACON CURERS 


TO MEET PRICES 
COMMISSION 


THE price oí bacon may be 


changed from early next 


week, he “ Írish Times 
learned yesterday that growing 
dissatisfaction among curers 
had led them to approach the 
Government, and a meeting 
between the curers and the 
Prices Commission is to take 
place to-day. 


‘*ABSURD SITUATION ” 


On August Wth, 1941, Emergency 
Powers Order 101 fixed the price of 
unsmoked bacon to the retailer at 
149s. a cwt.. An important retailer 
states that he has been informed by 
his. wholesaler that the price of cer- 
tain sides is 165s. 

Investigating the position, a reporter 
talked yesterday to the manager of a 
“The situation, ’ 
said this manager, “is absurd. We 
are supposed to pay the curer the fixed 
price of 149s. a cwt., but we have, in 
actual fact, paid much more. A recent 
price was 157s. So, how can we be 
expected to sell to the retailer at the 
fixed price?” 

A “' gentieman’s agreement,” he con- 
tinued, between curers and the Prices 
Commission recently laid it down that 
wholesalers should be allowed a mar- 
gin of 8s. on the cwt. 

The price of smoked bacon, of 
course, was higher. More expensive 
on th consumer anid retailer, it was 
sold by the wholesaler at 12s. a cwt. 
more than te gree~ bacon. 


BACON SHRINKAGE 


Adding to the difficulties of the 
wholesaler, our informant went on, 
was the fact that bacon suffered great 
Joss and shrinkage in its career from 
killer to -onsumer. Salt melts and 
pickling dries out. The curer allows 
one per cent. from factory to whole- 
saler to help cover this loss. 

The loss on smoked bacon is greater 
than on green. At present it stands 
between 9 and 10 pounds weight on the 
cwt. 

““ And on to this,” said the manager, 
** vou must add wages, overheads and 
the cost of turf—we have to pay £3 a 
ton for the hard, brown turf which does 
not produce too much heat and yet 
gives a lot of smoke. The profit which 
we are allowed on bacon is too small. 
Butter merchants take 7s. on the cwt., 
and butter does not shrink or lose 
weight.’ 

The whole question of bacon costs is 
believed to be most involved.; Curers 


are supposed to pay Pig producers 112s. 
a cwt. for dead-weight pigs. Actually 
they have paid—and very recently— 
sums ranging from 123s. to 126s. 

According to the wholesale manager, 
the reason for this is that curers are 
so anxious to buy in pigs, which are 
difficult to obtain now, that they are 
almost prepared to pay any price in 
order to keep their factories going. 

Is bacon short? 

When this question was put to our 
informant, together with a quotation 
from the Pigs and Bacon Commission's 
advertisement in yesterday's Press, 
which states: ‘‘ Bacon Is Plentiful,’’ he 
said : ‘‘ No; bacon is not plentiful. Pigs 
are not plentiful. Pigs are scarce, 
because pigtfeed is scarce. That is a 
fact. All day on Monday last our staff 
stood idle in the yard because we could 
get no bacon. Supply comes irregularly, 
and at no time can you get the quantity 
you want.’ ; 

Another source stated that bacon 
distribution was down to one-third. 

The quality of bacon has disimproved, 
our reporter was told, owing to inferior 
feeding-stutis. One month before killing 
a pig should be fed cn ‘‘dry-feed,’ 
bran, pollard or Indian meal, none of 
which were available last year. 

Present-day bacon was more like 
pickled pork. It made the loss from 
the curer’s point of view even greater. 
The meat was not firm: it shrank 
more, and contained a Ict of moisture. 
Retailers said that it was soft, and 
would not cut well in the machines. 


COMMISSION’S VIEWS 


Our reporter later asked an official 
of the Pigs and Bacon Commission if 
he had anything. to say regarding the 
quantity of bacon available, and the 
prices which were being charged for it. 

"We, cf the Commission,” was the 
reply, “are not the price-fixing 
authority for bacon, but for pigs. We 
merely quote the prices fixed by the 
Department of Supplies. As far as 
quantity goes, the entire pig production 
of the country is being retained for 
home consumption. 

““None is being exported to Great 
Britain. Bacon supplies are equal to 
the demand.”’ 


RETAILER’S OFFER 


The bacon retailer who recently 
issued a challenge to the authorities in 
the matter of the amount which he 
had been overcharged by the curers 
said yesterday that there had been no 
further developments in the case. The 
sum m question was one of approxi- 
mately £800. If he got this back he 
would, as stated, hand it over in full 
to the St. Vincent de Paul Society.

INVASION OF 
BRITAIN | 


A “CERTAINTY,” SAYS 
COLONEL KNOX 


CHICAGO, Wednesday.—Invasion of 
the Near East and the British Isles 
is ‘‘a certainty the moment the Ger- 
man iron octopus can get itself ready 
for the assault,’’ and the United States 
is on the German list of “ unfinished 
business,’’ declared Colonel Knox, U.S. 
Secretary of the Navy, broadcasting in 
Chicago to-day. 

Calling for renewed efforts to curb 
accidents among defence workers, 
Colonel Knox said that in normal 
times these mishaps caused no irrepar- 
able damage to the nation’s security, 
‘but not now, not to-day, with 
Hitler’s fanatics blasting at the gates 
of Leningrad and Odessa, with his 
Stuka bombers eager to return to their 
winter night attacks on British in- 
custrial centres, with an actual in- 
vasion of the Near East and the 
British Isles not a possibility, but a 
certainty, the moment the German iron 
octopus can get itself ready for the 
assault.”’ 

He urged saftey experts to redouble 
their efforts. and maintained that the 
doom or triumph of the Germans 
depends largely on the speed with 
which American materials can be 
sent to Hitler’s foes. 

‘“ We all know that more ships are 
being sunk by Hitler’s submarines 
than are being built, although we have 
reason to believe that the battle of 
the Atlantic is turning in favour of the 
Democracies. 

“ Every gallon of gas (petrol) you 
and I save will aid the release of 
tankers to Britain, and for American 
defence purposes.’’—(Press Association 
Foreign Special.)

MOSCOW, Wednesday.—Two German 
battalions, thrown into the. Vyasma 
battle yesterday evening, were com- 
letely wiped but, according to reports 
rom the front to-night. 

Fighting in the sector where they 
attacked raged fiercely until 3 p.m. 
yesterday, the Russians warding off a 
number of assaults. After a two hours’ 
lull the two German battalions moved 
forward in an attempt to take a 
position, but the Soviet troops held 
their fire until the Germans had 
approached close to their positions, 
and then attacked with devastating 
effect. , 

Six German ‘planes were brought 
down yesterday on the approaches to 
Moscow, and at least three were shot 
down in air battles. Throughout the 
day solitary ‘planes tried to reach the 
capital, but none succeeded. 


‘“*GRAVE DANGER ” 


‘In this “hour of grave danger for 
our State, the life of every Soviet 
warrior belongs to the Fatherland,”’ 
declares Red Star—the Red Arimy 
organ—to-day. “ Red Army men, de- 
fend your country bravely, skilfully, 
with dignity and honour. Give unspar- 
ingly of your blood and life itself for 
the achievement of final victory over 
the enemy. — (Reuter. ) 

ROSTOV THREATENED 

STOCKHOLM, Wednesday.—In the 
Ukraine Berlin claims that the Dnieper 
dam town of Zaporozhe is now In 
German hands, in addition to the towns 
of Mariupol and Ossipenko, on the Sea 
of Azov, according to Swedish corre- 
spondents in the i. sheinn capital. 

Rostov, at the mouth of the Don, 
is said to be directly threatened 
Swedish correspondents at Terijoki, on 
the Finnish . coast, report that the 
Soviet naval base of Kronstadt—15 
miles distant—is under constant bom- 
bardment from the air, but the island's 
batteries and Soviet warships are main- 
taining their fire. 

On the Karelian front the situation 
fs apparently stabilised around the 


1939 border.—( Reuter.) 


NAPOLEON’S ROAD 


MOSCOW, Wednesday.—The official 
announcement that fierce fighting is 
raging in the Vjasma sector has caused 
some surprise here. It discloses a Ger- 
man attempt to reach the capital by 
a direct thrust along Napoleon’s in- 
vasion road, the route they failed to 
penetrate in July, when their plans 
were upset by the terrific defence of 
Marshal Timoshenko’s armies, “The 
road's natural defences, m the form of 
forests and rivers are fewer than in the 
Briansk sector or in the Valdai Hills. 
But the Soviet Command has always 
kept its eye on this point, and defence 
in depth is probably more thoroughly 
organised here than anywhere else.—

RUSSIAN COMMUNIQUE 


The Russian communiqué, issued to-

anti-aircraft. gun emplacements. In 
an engagement, with enemy aircraft that 
were guarding a column, two Messer- 
schmitt 109s were brought down. 

“In the south-western direction of 
the front our Air Force destroyed in 
one day 81 tanks, 180 lorries, with in- 
fantry and ammunition, four guns, 
four fuel tanks, and many motor 
cycles.’’—( Reuter.)

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DEATH OF CARDINAL 
LAURI 


HIS VISIT TO DUBLIN 
RECALLED 


- The death has occurred in Rome of 
Cardinal Lorenzo Lauri, Penitentiary 
Major to the Holy See. Cardinal 
Lauri was aged 77. His presence in 
this country as Papal Legate on the 
occasion of the Thirty-First Eucharis- 
tic Congress in Dublin in June, 1932, 
is still fresh in the memory of Irish 
people. 

Besides being one of the outstanding 
members of the Sacred College, Car- 
dinal Lauri was. a ‘‘ Roman of the 
Romans.’’ He was born in the Italian 
Capital or October 15, 1864, a:. , after 
a brilliant scholastic career, began a 
long period of distinguished service as 
a Fan in the ais de Propa- 
anda Fide. There he remained until 
ea 5, 1917, when he was elected 
Archbishop of Ephesus. Cardinal 
Lauri then entered the ranks of Vati- 
can diplomacy, for, with his elevation 
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to the dignity of Archbishop, he was 
conjointly appointed Inter-Nuncio to 
Pern. Within six months he became 
Nuncio, and for four years did out- 
standing work for the advancement of 
the Church in Peru. On May 25, 1921, 
he succeeded the late Pope Pius XI. 
as Nuncio to Poland, where he worked 
for a further five years with unflagging 
zeal, 

On December 21, 1926, Cardinal 
Lauri became a member of the Sacred 
College, and on June 23 of the tollow- 
ing year he received the Red Hat, his 
titular church being that of St. Pan- 
cratius. Exactly a month later he 
was nominated to the position which 
he held at the time of his death—that 
of Great Penitentiary of the Sacred 
Apostolic Penitentiaria. 

uring his long period as Professor 
at the famous Propaganda College, 
Cardinal Lauri had as bis students 
many Irish Bishops and priests. 
Among them were the late 
Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Archbishop 
of. Dublin: the Most Rev. Dr. Wall, 
Titular Bishop of Thasos ; many Vicars- 
General, and several priests and mem- 
bers of the Chapter of the Archdiocese 
of Dublin. He had a great predilec- 
tion for the students of the Irish 
College, Rome, and stayed every 
summer at their vacation residence at 
Tivoli, Among the many honours he 
received during his visit to this 
country as Legate in 1932 was the Civic 
Freedom oi Dublin and of Kilkenny. 

When Cardinal Lauri signed the 
Roll of Freemen* of Dublin in the 
Mansion House he spoke warmly of 
“this dear City of Dublin and its dis- 
tinguished and generous people.” On 
the occasior of his passing the people 
of Dublin and of the whole country 
will have kindly memories of him. 


CARDINAL MACRORY’S 
_ MESSAGE 


On hearing of the death of Cardinal 
Lauri His Eminence Cardinal MacRory 
sent the following cable to His 
Eminence Cardinal Maglione, Vatican 
City :— 

“On behalf of Catholic Ireland and 
myself, deepest sympathy to the Holy 
Father and the Sacred College on 
Cardinal Lauri’s death.’’ 

A message of sympathy on the death 
of Cardina) Lauri has been sent by the 
Taoiseach (Mr. de Valera) to the 
Cardinal Secretary of State at the 
Vatican.

U.S. TO SPEED UP 


' WAR SUPPLIES 


“D RODUCTION must 
increase until a torrent 


of war supplies is ring Írom

report to Congress yesterday. 
The Committee approved the 
£1,500,000,000 lease-lend ap- 
propriation, adding a statement 
that the production of munitions 
had not yet reached a point 
where the defeat of the Axis 


Powers was assured. 


Almost all of the huge new fund 
could be allocated by March 1, the 
report said, and delivery of the mate- 
ae completed not later than June W, 


MORE MUNITIONS 


‘‘Munitions superiority must be 
achieved to ensure the defeat of the 
Axis,” says the report. ‘‘ Production 
in the countries opposed to the Axis 
has not yet reached a point at this 
time to achieve this. The battle 5f 
production must intensify and increase 
until the torrent of war supplies pour- 
ing from this country aad from the 
nations aided completely overwhelms 
the productive efforts of the Axis. Our 
first line of defence lies in the Lend- 
Lease operations.”’ 


FOOD FOR BRITAIN 


The report discloses that the Secre- 
tarv for Agriculture plans to ase 
£250,000,000 to feed one-fourth of 
Britain’s population for the next aix 
months. It also states that Mr. Stim- 
son, Secretary for War, believes the 
world crisis is ‘no less acute—indeed, 
if anything, is sharper ’’—than here- 
tofore, and that officials repeatedly 
asserted that it would be “ dangerous ”’ 
to deny to Russia the benefits of the 
Lease-Lend programme, even though 
such aid was not: now contemplated. 


FACTORY CAPACITY 


The report notes that between 15 
and 20 per cent. of the nation’s factory 
capacity is devoted to the production

of war material, and predicts that half 
the industrial capacity will be so 
devoted by June, “eps 

Concerning aid for Russia, the report 
comments :—‘‘ Nothing would be more 
discouraging to the morale of the Rus- 
sian Government and Russian people, 
in their heroic and surprising resist- 
ance’ to Axis conquest, than to “ear 
that the President of the United States 
had beer preclided from rendering ait 
to them should he find it possible and 
expedient to do so with these fands.”’ 


NEUTRALITY ACT 


CHANGES 
NEW YORK, Wednesday.—Pre- 


sident Roosevelt is sending a message 
to Congress to-morrow recommending 
changes in the Neutrality Act. The 
announcement was ma ‘fter the 
White House conference to-day by 
Congressional leaders. 

A bill is also to be introduced in the 
House of Representatives to-morrow to 
permit American merchantmen to carry 
arms. ,islative leaders reported that 
they had agreed th such legislation 
should be introduced. 

Such legislation could be put through 
the House before the end of next week, 
those attending the conference said. 
One of those present told reporters that 
if the bill to arm ships was passed by 
a substantial majority, it was possible 
that the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee would consider broadening 
the measure to eliminate restrictions 
on the movements of ships. — (Reuter. ) 


SHIPPING LOSSES 


Rear-Admiral Land, Chairman of the 
Maritime Commission, said that Ger- 
many would fail in her efforts to 
block delivery of Lease-Lend supplies, 
unless she increases her sinkings to a 
point ' greater than they have ever 
been before in the history of the 
world.” Although, he said, 25 per 
cent, of the world’s 1939 shipping 
tonnage had been sank, the United 
States is ‘‘in a position to build dur- 
ing 1942-43 in the neighbourhood of 
12,000,000 to 14,000,000 tons of ship- 
ping, and there is no record of con- 
tinuous losses greater than that, with 
the possible exception of the submarine 
sinkings in a month or two during the 
last war.” He estimated that the 
maintenance from November 1, 1941, 
until May 31, 1942, of the Red Sea 
and Near East shipping service would 
cost about £16,000,000. the North At- 
lantic service about £24.000,000, and 
the service to China £6,000,000. 


~ REDUCED MAIL 
SERVICES 
CORK HANDICAPPED 


The reduced railway and mail ser- 
vices will be a terrible handicap to 
business in Cork, said the Lord Mayor 
(Mr. John Horgan) at Cork Harbour 
Board yesterday, when he suggested 
that local Dail deputies should discuss 
with the Mimister whether something 
could be done to facilitate the people of 
Cork, at least in the matter of their 
correspondence. The Government, he 
added, might be able to provide for 
fast lorries or vans to convey the mails. 
If Cork was reduced to one train a day, 
it would mean it would take four or 
five days to exchange letters with 
Dublin. ** Nobody,’ he continued, 
“seems to take the position as 
seriously as it ought to be taken.

According to Wednesday’s Royal Air 
Force Middle East communiqué :— 

“ A highly successful raid was car- 
ried out by bombers of the Roya! Air 
Force during the night of October 6-7 
on oil installations. harbour buil: gs 
and shipping at the Pireus. Wide- 
spread fires, which covered the whole 
t-rget area with ouds of dense black 
smoke rising to a height of 2,000 feet 
and subsequent heavy explosions, re- 
sulted from the attack on the oil in- 
stallations. The bombing ”“ chemical 
works, warehouses and pier facilities 
was equally saccessful. 

‘On the night of October 6-7, naval 
aircraft dropped bomb: on hangars 
and slipways 2t Marsala, on the dis- 
persal area at Gherbini and among 
warehouses at Northern Licata. 

‘During the previous day Comiso 
aerodrome was raided, considerable 
damage being done to barrac buila- 
ings, hangars “nd troons’ quarters. 

“A direct hit was obtained on a 
large merchant ship in Tripoli Har- 
bour, and many bombs fell on the 
Spanish quay and near the Karamanli 
mole during an attack carried out by 
Roval Air Force bombers on the night 
of October 6-7. On the same night 
our bombers caused large fires among 
fuel dumps near Bardia. 

“Important military objectives at 
Gambut were attacked by a combined 
force of South Af an Air Force and 
Royal Australian Air Force aircraft 
in a successful raid. Enemy fighters in- 
tercepted, but were driven off, one or 
two being damaged in combat. 

“From these and other operations 
all our aircraft returned safely.’
